Rabun gap is one of the most sin- 
gilar geological freaks of nature anywhere 
to be seen, and the mass of mankind 
entirely ignorant of its existence. A few 
miles north of Clayton you reach the water- 
shed which separates the streams which 
flow into the Atlantic ocean on one hand, 
and those which wind their way through the 
tamounins and valleys into the Gulf of 
Mexico, Beyond this plateau some miles 
vou come to Rabun gap where the Appa- 
lachian chain has been rent in twain by 
voleanic force, and gave passage to the 
Tennessee river, a tributary of the Ohio 
and Mississippi, nearly 3,000 m@iles frony’ 
the gulf, whilst southward the Tallulah 
and Savannah rush madly down the 
mountain slopes for menos & 300 miles 
to the ocean. The gap is 2,000 feet 
above the sea, and the mountain peaks 
range from 2,000 to 5,000 feet in height. 
Many years ago a charter was obtained 
for a railroad from Charleston, Sonth 
arolina, through this gap and down the 
Tennessee river valley to the pass of the 
Smoky mountains, thence to Knoxville, 
and Cincinnati, Ohio, but want of capital 
has thus far prevented its completion: only 
about 100 miles through the mountains to 
Marysville remain which would give a direct 
route from Charleston to the great west. 
Some years before the war, a farmer on the 
headwaters of the Tallulah built a grist 
and saw mill, which, for want of 
water power, was unprofitable, upon 
which he ent ai canal or ditch 
and turned the Tsnnessee river into the 
Tallulah at a cost of less than $100. The 
farmers and millers on the Tennessee ob- 
tained an injunction and filled up the ditch 
and restored the river to its natural chan- 
nel, where it continues to this day.
